S.(X 256(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 3 of the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 
(18 of 1947), the Central Government hereby gives general 
permission to import into India from any country, except 
the Union of South Africa/South Wast Africa raw mate¬ 
rials, components and consumables by Actual Users (Indus¬ 
trial), subject to the following conditions :— 

(1) The items to be imported are not covered by Ap¬ 
pendices 3, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9 and 15 of the Import 
Policy, 1980-81; 

(2) The raw materials, components and consumables are 
required by the Actual User (Industrial) concerned 
for his own use, i,e. subject to the Actual User 
condition ; 

(3) The Actual User shall maintain proper account of 
consumption and utilisation of the goods imported 
under this Licence in the form and manner laid 
down and produce such account to the licensing 
authority or any other Government authority within 
such time as may be specified by it; 

(4) Actual Users (Industrial), at the time of clearance 
of the goods, shall furnish to the customs authori¬ 
ties a declaration giving particulars of their licence/ 
registration as Actual Users with the concerned 
authority and affirming that such licence/registration 
has not beery cancelled or withdrawn or otherwise 
made in-operative. In cases, where separate registra¬ 
tion number has not been allotted by the sponsoring 
authority concerned, the importer shall produce other 
evidence to the satisfaction of the customs autho¬ 
rities that he is licervscd/registered as industrial 
unit. 
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(14) The goods so imported have not been produced or 
manufactured in the Union of South Afiica/South 
West Africa; 

(15) Such goods arc shipped on though consignment to 
India on or before 31st March, 1981 or on or before 
30-6-1981 against firm orders for which irrevocable 
letters of credit are opened on or before 28-2-1981, 
without any grace period what-so-ever; 

(16) Nothing in this licence shall affect the application 
to any goods, of any other prohibition or regula¬ 
tion all'ecting the import thereof, in force at the time 
when such goods are permitted. 

(17) The licence does not confer any immunity, exemp¬ 
tion or relaxation at any time from an obligation 
or compliance with any requirement to which the 
Actual Users (Industrial) may be subject to under 
other laws or regulations. The importers should 
comply with the provision of all other laws appli¬ 
cable to them.

(5) Actual Users (Industrial) having provisional regis- 
tration with the sponsoring authority will also be 
eligible to import raw materials and components 
under this Licence; 

All Industrial units in large scale sector shall sub¬ 
mit to the DGTD, New Delhi or other sponsoring 
authorities concerned, and the Department of Elec¬ 
tronics, New Delhi, as appropriate to the item, 
periodical returns, indicating the description and the 
value of the items imported under this Licence. In¬ 
dustrial unit in the small scale sector should send 
similar returns to the regional licensing authorities 
concerned. These returns shall be furnished as on 
31st August, 1980 and 28th Febmary, 198L Each 
such return shall be furnished within 15 days ot 
the close of the period indicated; 

(7) This Licence shall also be subject to the condition 
No. I in Schedule V to the Imports (Control) 
Order, 1955; 

(8) In respect of man-made fibres, tow and yarns, every 
eligible importer shall be required to register his 
contracts with the Textile Commissioner, Bombay. 
Imports shall be made only after the connected 
contracts have been stamped by the Textile Com¬ 
missioner, Bombay as evidence of such registration, 
(For this purpose, two copies of the contract should 
be lodged with the Textile Commissioner and he 
will return one copy to the party duly stamped on 
each page); 

(9) Import of man-made fibres, tow and yarns under 
this Licence can be made by the State Chemicals 
and Pharmaceutical Corporation of India (CPC), 
New Delhi for distribution to eligible Actual Users 
subject to the condition regarding prior registration 
of contracts with the Textile Commissioner, Bombay 
as in (8) above, 

(10) In the case of Caprolactum, import will be allowed 
only on the basis of the import contracts registered 
with the Ministry of Petroleum, Chemicals and Fer¬ 
tilizers (Department of Petroleum).

(a) 'New'—waste woollen cloth whether woven or 
knitted which is left after a garment had been 
cut out including genuine tailor cutting piece ends, 
discarded pattern bunches and sample bits. 

(b) ‘Old’—Rags of woollen textile fabrics (including 
knitted and crocheted fabrics), which arc required 
for manufacture of shoddy yarn and may consist 
of articles of furnishing or clothing or other 
clothing so worn out, soile or torn as to be 
beyond cleaning or repair, 

(12) In the case of insecticides including pesticides and 
wecdicides, the Actual User (Industrial) concerned 
shall, within seven days of the clearance of each 
consignment, intimate to the Department of Agri¬ 
culture (Plant Protection Division), New Delhi, 
particulars of the items imported, the quantity and 
the c.i.f. value thereof; 

(13) By import under this Licence, the production of the 
industrial unit concerned shall not exceed the lic¬ 
ensed/authorised capacity, and the unit concerned 
shall ensure adherence to its approved phased manu¬ 
facturing programme;

New Delhi, the 15th April, 1980 

S.O. 258(E).—in exercise of the powers conferred by Sec¬ 
tion 3 of the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947, (18 
of 1947) the Central Government, hereby gives the general 
permission to import into India from any country, except 
the Union of South Africa/South West Africa, “permissible 
spares i.e, all those pans required as spares* other than the 
items appearing in the banned lists (Appendices 3 and 6) 
in the lrnpoit Policy, 1980-81, as are required for their own 
use for maintenance of Capital Goods, including accessories, 
ancillary equipment, control and laboratory equipments and 
safety appliances, installed or in use as on 1st April, 1980, 
by Actual Users (Industrial) as well as (Non-Industrial), 
subject to the following conditions :— 

(i) Actual Users (Industrial) will furnish to the cus¬ 
toms authorities, at the time of clearance, a decla¬ 
ration giving particulars of their Industrial licences/ 
registration certificate as appropriate and solemn¬ 
ly affirming that such licencc/registration has not 
been cancelled or withdrawn or otherwise made in¬ 
operative. In cases where a separate registration 
number has not been allotted by the sponsoring 
authority concerned, tho importer shall produce 
other evidence to the satisfaction of the customs 
authorities that he is licensed/registered as an In- 
dustrial unit ; 

(ii) Actual Users (Non-Industrial) shall 1 , at the time 
of clearance of tile goods, furnish to the customs 
authorities, the ongmal or a photostat copy of 
the (currently valid) registration certificates held by 
them under the Shops a*nd Establishment Act, Ci¬ 
nematographic Act or appropriate local statute, 
entitling them to effect the imports ; 

(iii) In the case of computer systems, import of per¬ 
missible spare parts will be allowed at 3 per cent 
of the c.i.f. value of imported computers or 1/2 per 
cent of the purchase price of the indigenously manu¬ 
factured computer systems- At the time of clear¬ 
ance of the imported goods, the importers should 
furnish to the customs authorities, a certificate from 
Chartered/Cost Accountants or the sponsoring autho¬ 
rity concerned showing tho c.i.f. value or the pur¬ 
chase price of the computer system, as the case 
may be. They should also furnish a declaration to 
the effect that the c.i.f, value of such goods already 
imported during the same financial year docs note 
exceed the permissible limit, in dueling the c.i.f. 
value of the consignment to be cleared. The Char¬ 
tered /Cost Accountant should not be a partner or a 
IHrector or an employee of the applicant firm or 
its associates. 

(iv) Small scale unily. having provisional registration 
vrith the sponsoring authorities concerned will be 
eligible to import goods under this licence, subject 
to Actual condition. 

(v) The Actual User shall maintain proper account of 

Utilization of the goods imported under ihis licence 
in the form and manner laid down, and produce 
such account to the licensing authority or any other 
Government authority within such tim c as may 
be specified by it, 

(vi) This licence shall also be subject to condition No. 1 

in Schedule V to Lhe Imports (Control) Order, 1955. 

(vli) The Actual U^i'k shall furnish periodical Returns, 
as on 31-8-1980 and 28-2-1981, to the authorities 
mentioned below, indicating (a) the total c.i.f. value 
of the items imported and (b) description of such 
of the items imported of which the total c.i.f, value 
exceeds Rs. 2 lakhs :— 

(i) sponsoring authorities concerned in the case of 
industrial units jn the large ^cale sector; and 

(ii) regional import licensing authorities concerned, in 
the case of other Actual Users. 


Each such Return shall be sent within 15 days of the 
close of the period indicated. 

(viii) The goods so imported have not been produced or 
manufactured in the Union of South Africa /Sputh 
West Africa ; 

(ix) Such goods arc shipped on through consignment to 
India on or before 31st March, 1981, or shippwl on 
or before 31st March, 1982 against a firm contract 
entered into and registered with a foreign exchange 
dealer (Bank) on or before 28th February, 1981, 
without any grace period whatsoever. 

(x) Nothing in this licence shall affect the application 
to any goods, of any prohibition or regulation affec¬ 
ting the import thereof, in force, at the time when 
such goods are imported.

(1) Free gift of trade catalogues and circulars uplo a 
value of Rs. 2,000; 

(2) Blue prints and drawings (including micro-filnifj) 
relating to machinery and plant sites, work and 
building, research data, supplied free of charge and 
having no commercial value ; 

(3) Bona fide technical and trade samples supplied free 
of charge not exceeding Rs. 10,000 in c.i.f. value, 
in one consignment, excepting vegetable seeds, bees, 
Lea and new drugs ; 

(4) Bona fide advertising material supplied free of charge 
not exceeding Rs. 2,000 in c.i.f. value in one con¬ 
signment ; 

(5) Goods supplied free of charge by foreign suppliers 
or imported against an insurance (marine) or marine- 

, cum-errection insurance claim settled by an Insurance 
Company, in replacement of the goods previously 
imported but found defective or otherwise unfit for 
use or lost/damaged after import, provided that; 

(a) the shipment of replacement goods is made within 
24 months from the date of clearance of the pre¬ 
viously imported goods through the Customs or 
within the guarantee period in the case of machines 
or parts thereof, where such period is more than 
24 months ; 

(b) No remittance shall be allowed, except for payment 
of insurance and freight charges where the replace¬ 
ment of goods by the foreign suppliers is subject to 
the payment of insurance and/or freight by the 
importer and documentary evidence to this effect is 
produced at the time of making the remittance ;

ORDER NO. 22/80 

OPEN GENERAL LICENCE NO. 16/KO 
New Delhi, the 15th April, 1980 

S.Q. 271(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 
3 of the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), 
the Central Government gives general permission for import of 
(a) poultry vaccines (all types) by poultry fmTns/hatchenes 
approved by the Department of Agriculture, Government of 
India, New Delhi ; and (b) high grade molybdenum ore and 
molybdenum metal (including scrap)/mol ybdic oxide/molyb¬ 
denum, oxide, (c) used/scrap rubber tyres, (d) Nylon waste 
and (e) paper waste, by industrial units requiring these items, 
from any country except the Union of South Africa/South 
West Africa, subject to the following conditions :— 

(1) In the case of import of poultry vaccines,-— 

(i) The importer shall, at the time of clearance of 
goods from the customs, furnish a certificate from 
the Department of Agriculture, New Delhi or the 
concerned State Director of Animal Husbandry/ 
Veterinary Services, regarding the essentiality of 
the material (descriptiort/quantity/value) to the 
party concerned: 

(ii) Die imported material shall be subject to the 
“Actual User” condition at the hands of the poultry 
farmj/hatchery concerned. 

(2) In the case of used/scrap rubber lyres, import will 

be allowed only if each such tyre has been subjected 
to atleast one cut before shipment from the exporting 
country or before clearance from the customs. The 
eligible importers for this item will be only Actual 
Users (Industrial) engaged in declaiming rubber. 

(3) In the case of nylon waste, tlie eligible importers will 
be only Actual Users (Industrial) engaged i» the 
recovery of caprolactum and a certificate from the 
Directorate General of Technical Development, N*w 
Delhi shall be produced to this effect at tbe time 
of clearance through the customs. 

(4) In the case of paper waste, eligible importers wiU bo 
only Actual Users (Industrial) engaged in the manu¬ 
facture of pulp, paper and paper board. 

(5) At the time of clearance of goods, the importer indust¬ 
rial unit shall furnish to the customs authority, a 
declaration giving particulars of its licence /registra¬ 
tion as an industrial undertaking with the concerned 
authority, and affirming that such licence/ registra¬ 
tion has not been cancelled or withdrawn or ciher- 
wise made in-operative. In cases, where sepgratc 
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registration number has not been allotted by the 
sponsoring authority concerned, the importer shall 
produce other evidence to the satisfaction of the 
customs authorities that he is licensed/registered as 
industrial unit. 

(6* Actual Users (Industrial) having provisional registra¬ 
tion with the sponsoring authoiity will also be eligible 
to import under this licence, 

(7) The importer shall maintain proper account of con¬ 

sumption and utilisation of the goods imported under 
this licence in the foi m and manner laid down and 
produce such account to the licensing authority or 
any other Government authority within such time as 
may be specified by it. 

(8) The importers shall submit to the sponsoring autho¬ 

rity concerned, periodical returns indicating the des^ 
cription and the value of the items imported under 
this licence, These returns shall be furnished as 
on 31st August, 198D and 28th February, 1981, 
Each such return shall be furnished within 15 days 
of the close of the period indicated. 

(9) The goods so imported have not been pioduced oi 

manufactured in the Union of South Africa/South 
West Africa. 

(10) Such goods are shipped on through consignment to 

India on or before 31st March, 1981, withouL any 
grace period, whatsoever. 

(11) This licence shall also be subject to the condition 

No. 1 in Schedule V to the Tmport (Contiol) Order, 
1955. 

(12) Nothing in this licence shall affect the application to 

any jyoods, of any other prohibition or regulation 
affecting the import thereof, in force at the time 
when such goods are imported. 

(13) The licence docs not confer any immunity, exemption 

or relaxation at any time from an obligation or 
compliance with any requirement to which the Actual 
Users may be subject to under other laws or regu¬ 
lations. The importers should comply with the 
provisions of all other laws applicable to them.
